Knowing this, it shouldn't be mi] pnsjn.j; to leam 
that George served as Rochester's Surveyor of Wood 
Bark and Lumber for 35 years- He was also as an Asses- 
sor for 23 years and Cemetery Commissioner from 1958 
until earlier this year. Katherine has been a Trustee of the 
Plumb Memorial Library since 1964. wa^ Council on Ag- 
ing (COA) Director for 10 years, and an alternate of the 
Historic District Commission.

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Another Swan Song

Working here at The Wanderer for going on 14 years 
now, T guess Fve reached a point where Fve crossed paflis 
wiLh many people thai I've probably forjjollen moiv 
mimes and faces than I care to admit. Then, of course, there 
are those who make such an indelible impression that they 
remain in my thoughts long after our temporarily converging 
paths go off in other direciions. 

One such person who woriced with our small-knit family 
here ai The Wanderer for a brief but memomble peruxJ wai^ 
Rebecca M. Foitm, an mlelligent and wholly per^^onable 
woman who was incessantly bright, cheery and full of life. 
So full of life, in fact, thai I t'ould hardly believe the dev- 
astating news of her passing last week at the all-too-young 
age of 35. My heart goes our to her husband, Michael, and 
her two children, Matthew and Riley — both of whom were 
Rebecca's pride and joy. 

At TIw Wanderer Rebecca worked as both a part-lime 
^'stringer" serMns: as my backup whi^n Selectmen's meet- 
ings were double-btioked ui two ui the three towns, and aks^i 
was our caich-all proofreader for a stint, A fellow English 
major, she and I struck up an easy rapport and would always 
find ourselves discussing the latest books, movies or music 
releases in between writing detailed accounts of small-town 
politics. 

Our shared interests in writing and film actually led to 

an unrelated collaboration fhat, alas, became one of those 
''unfmished works in progress'' 1*11 always regret letting fall 
b) die vsayside. 

As some of y^iu may knoA, in my ''other cjueer'' 1 teach 
film and video production at Bristol Community College, 
but Fve always been a frustrated filmmaker at heart. One of 
many pet projects I conceived was a 3()-minute short film 
shot on the then-fledgling DV format titled ''Swan Song." 
It was essentially a murder mystery with a twist akin to an 
episode o^The TwUi^hx Zime. 

Having initially coerced friends and students into rill- 
ing most of the four central roles, Rebecca bravely agreed 
to take on the all-impi>rlan[ jemale lead and endured many 
a late-night shooting and reshooting the same redundant 
scenes from various angles. Those who think film production 
is glamourous and exciting should visit a production-in- 
progres^i sometime to see just how mundane and repetitive 
it reatfy is. 
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Despite my direc- 
torial fumblings and 
eternal problems with 
sound and lighting, 
Rebecca remained 
cheerful and professional throughout the shoot and was, in 
a word, charming. Not only did she photograph exception- 
ally well, but she showed promismg talent as an actress, too. 
Sadly. ''Swan Song" was a project that relied on the jjood will 
of mostly volunteer lab(»r and we were unable to C4)mplele 
shooting all the key scenes needed to tell the full story. I 
did manage to edit together most i>f the eifrly scenes where 
Rebecca played a risins: talent about to make the jump Irom 
local cable access ne^s to a "real" network gig ... leaving 
her partner and former love interest behind. 

Watching those key one-on-one scenes (pictured above) 
again this past week after learning of her parsing. I was 
struck by how real her performance was. In fact, her own 
good-hearted nature really infonned the character and made 
her far more sympathetic than I had intended in my bare- 
bones script. 

But T*m not surprised, really. Because Aat was Rebecca. 
A rising star, eternally optimistic and full of life. 

Rebecca continued working for a while at The Wanderer 
after we reluctantly abandoned "Swan Song," but 1 always 
hoped we'd finish it some day. We talked about it, but we 
never did go back to finish shooting the remaining scenes. 

Life goes on, as The Beatles said. 

After leaving The Wanderer, Rebecca slill paid occli- 
sional visits to ourofhce .,. usually with son Matdiew and 
later with baby Riley in tow. Th^ we lost touch andlhadn*t 
seen her tor ncarh two years when I read of her untimely 
passing on December 28. 

Rebecca's life, like "Swan Song," may seem sadly 
incomplete, but \ know those scenes in which she played 
a central role, however brief, will forever leave a lasting 
impression on those she knew.
